Non-establishment of opinion with regard to novelty, inventive step and industrial

1 ). Claims 21 and 22 are not clear according to Article 6 PCT, since they define a 
card without, however, listing any features of the card. The claims should be 



2). Claims 23 and 24 contain only reference to the description and drawings. 

According to Rule 6.2(a) PCT claims should not contain such references except 
where is absolutely necessary. Such is not, however, the case here. The claims 
should thus be deleted. 

Re Item V 

Reasoned statement with regard to novelty, inventive step or industrial 
applicability; citations and explanations supporting such statement 

1 ) . Reference is made to the following document:

2) . The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1 ) PCT, because 

the subject-matter of claim 1 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 
Document D1 (see figure 1) discloses: A layout game comprising a number of 
cards having images which when playing the game have to be laid out in matching 
connections, wherein the images are spaced from at least one border portion of 
the cards. 

3) . Dependent claims 2-20 do not contain any features which, in combination with the 

features of any claim to which they refer, meet the requirements of the PCT in 
respect of novelty and/or inventive step (Article 33(2) and (3) PCT), see search 
report. 

Re Item VII

4) . The description must be brought into conformity with the new claims to be filed. 

5) . If substantial amendments are made the applicant is kindly asked to indicate in 

the letter of reply, preferably in form of a manuscript-amended version of the ex- 
isting documents, from which parts of the original application documents each 
amendment is derived. 

6) . Any information the applicant may wish to submit concerning the subject-matter of 

the invention, for example further details of its advantages or of the problem it 
solves, and for which there is no basis in the application as filed, should be 
confined to the letter of reply rather than be incorporated into the application, cf. 
Article 34(2)(b) PCT.
